Voted  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  $2,100.00 


for  State  Aid  Maintenance,  the  State  contributing  a  like 
sum  for  the  same  purpose. 

Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  $2,200.00 
for  trunk  line  maintenance,  the  State  contributing  a  like 
sum  for  the  same  purpose. 

Voted  unanimously,  that  the  Selectmen  be  instruct- 
ed to  permanently  improve  Main  Street,  East  Jaffrey 
Village,  between  the  corner  of  River  St.  and  the  Catholic 
Church,  with  due  reference  to  the  present  grade  of  abut- 
ting property,  installing  proper  curbings  and  drains,  and 
apply  to  the  improvement  thereof  the  State  Aid  Con- 
struction fund  for  1926,  and  so  much  of  the  State  Aid 
Construction  fund  of  1927  as  may  be  allowable;  and  that

That  the  Town  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $4000.00  for  the  improvement  of  the  Turnpike, 
so-called,  at  the  westerly  end  of  the  section  already  com- 
pleted west  of  Jaffrey  Centre;  and  that  the  Selectmen 
be  authorized  to  issue  bonds  of  the  town,  payable  Jan. 
1,  1929,  to  provide  funds  therefor,  and  apply  the  sur- 
plus State  Aid  money  of  1927,  after  paying  for  the  im- 
provement of  East  Jaffrey  Main   Street,   and   such   part 


of  the  State  Aid  money  of  1928  as  may  be  necessary,  to 
the  retirement  of  said  bonds.  .  , 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $400.00  for  the  con- 
trol of  White  Pine  Blister  Rust. 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $400.00  for  exterm- 
ination of  gypsy  moths. 

Voted,  That  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  be,  and 
are  hereby  authorized  to  accept  on  behalf  of  the  town 
for  that  purpose,  any  donations,  gifts  or  bequests  which 
may  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  the  ultimate  erection 
of  a  Town  Hall  on  the  site  in  East  Jaffrey  Village  here- 
tofore given  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Julius  E.  Prescott;  invest 
the  same  in  accordance  with  the  laws  relating  to  trust 
funds  and  report  the  same  in  their  annual  report. 

Also  voted  that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed 
to  undertake  the  work  of  encouraging  each  of  the  sev- 
eral organizations  in  this  town  and  any  individuals,  so 
minded,  to  give,  annually,  one  entertainment  each  for 
the  benefit  of  a  building  fund  for  a  new  Town  Hall  to  be 
erected  on  the  lot  donated  to  the  town  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.

conditions  attached,  as  provided  under  article  6  of  the 
will  of  the  late  Henry  V.  Shattuck.

Voted  to  pass  over  Arts.  19,  20,  and  21  and  that  a 
committee  of  three  be  appointed  by  the  chair  to  make  a 
thorough  investigation  and  map  out  a  comprehensive 
five  year  program  for  the  construction  or  replacement  of 
sidewalks  (having  in  mind  probable  future  State  Road 
and  Sewer  constructions)  in  Jaffrey  and  East  Jaffrey, 
that  this  committee  be  instructed  to  report  at  next  an« 
nual  meeting  with  definite  recommendations  at  to 

1st — Amount  to  be  paid  by  the  abuttor  and 
time  and  method  of  payment. 

2nd — Order   of   construction      (those     most 
necessary  being  first  listed.) 

3rd — Type  of  construction. 

That  said  committee  be  allowed  from  money  not 
otherwise  appropriated  not  exceeding  $200.00  for  ac- 
tual expenses  incurred  in  making  this  study. 

The  chair  appointed  for  said  committee  Wilbur  E. 
Webster,  Edward  L.  Fay  and  Joseph  Lemire. 

Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  $300.00 
to  be  paid  Marie  T.  Hiller,  district  nurse,  in  addition  to 
the  amount  now  paid  her  by  the  Jaffrey  District  Nurse 
Assn.  as  annual  salary. 
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Voted  to  pass  over  Art.  23.  (Gravel  on  Squantum 
road.) 

Voted  to  pass  over  Art.  24.  (Extension  of  water 
main,  Old  road  to  Squantum.) 

Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $1000.00  to  pay  the  expense  of  collecting  information 
preparatory  to  the  publication  of  a  new  History  of  Jaf- 
frey;  and  that  a  committee,  consisting  of  Albert  Annett, 
Kate  A.  Townsend,  Mary  K.  Hutchinson,  Abbie  Under- 
wood Day,  Kate  W.  Fox,  and  George  H.  Duncan,  be,  and 
hereby  is  appointed  to  have  charge  of  the  collection  of 
such  information  and  the  expenditure  of  said  sum;  and 
report  their  doings  to  the  next  annual  town  meeting. 

Under  Art.  26,  the  following  resolution  was  voted: 
That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  meeting  that  meters  be 
installed  on  all  commercial  plants  and  other  large 
users  of  water.

From  North  of  A.  D.  Gordon  Jr.,  summer  residence 
to  E.  T.  McCoy's. 

An-d  the  Selectmen  are  hereby  instructed  to  have 
placed  in  position  suitable  gates,  properly  marked,  at  the 
termini  of  said  highways. 

Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  $150.00 
to  provide  for  a  swimming  instructor  at  Contoocook  lake, 
during  the  months  of  July  and  August  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Selectmen. 

Voted  to  adjourn.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  of  Jaffrey: 

I  herewith  submit  to  you  my  ninth  annual  report,  this 
being  the  eighteenth  under  union  supervision. 

The  enrollment  for  the  school  year  1925-26  was  496, 
with  54  in  the  Conant  High  School.  During  the  first 
term  of  the  present  year  the  total  enrollment  increased 
to  518,  with  68  in  the  high  school.  This  number  is  the 
largest  since  the  school  year  1919-20,  when  there  was  a 
total  enrollment  of  525.  There  was  an  especially  large 
registration  in  grade  one,  of  over  sixty  pupils,  and  after 
carefully  considering  the  situation  it  was  decided  to  take 
over  the  room  which  has  been  for  several  years  used  by 
the  American  Legion.  This  room  has  been  fitted  up  with 
movable  seats  and  twenty-four  pupils  were  assigned  to 
this  school.  The  indications  are  that  there  will  be  fully 
as  large  a  first  grade  next  September  as  last,  and  if  so 
this  room  should  be  continued  as  long  as  the  enrollment 
in  the  primary  school  remains  at  or  near  the  present 
number. 

There  were  but  few  changes  in  teachers  at  the  close 
of  the  last  school  year.  Miss  Alice  P.  Phinney,  who 
taught  English  and  history  in  the  high  school  during  the 
past  two  years,  accepted  a  position  in  Canton,  Mass.,  and 
her  place  was  filled  by  Miss  Elizabeth  S.  Doty  of  Hillsboro, 
N.  H.,  a  graduate  of  Wheaton  College. 
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Miss  Margarita  S.  Glancy,  teacher  of  French  and 
Latin  last  year  withdrew  to  accept  a  position  in  Massa- 
chusetts, and  her  position  was  filled  by  Miss  Grace  C. 
Cunningham  of  Franklin,  N.  H.,  a  graduate  of  the  Uui- 
versity  of  New  Hampshire. 

Miss  Mae  J.  Jackson,  who  has  for  four  years  been 
teacher  of  grades  VII  and  VIII,  retired  to  accept  a  posit- 
ion in  Attleboro,  Mass.,  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss  Mir- 
iam E.  Stevens  of  Franklin,  N.  H.,  a  graduate  of  the 
three  year  course  at  Keene  Normal  School. 

There  were  no  changes  at  the  primary  building  at  the 
opening  of  the  school  year,  but  the  opening  of  the  new 
first  grade  room  necessitated  another  teacher,  and  for 
this  position  Miss  Elizabeth  Peckham  of  Concord,  N.  H., 
another  graduate  of  tihe  three  ye^iir  course  at  Keene 
Normal  school  was  chosen. 

The  schools  in  districts  number  3  and  4  have  been 
continued  as  last  year  with  cadet  teachers  sent  for  per- 
iods of  nine  weeks  from  the  senior  class  at  Keene  Nor- 
mal School.  These  teachers  have  generally  given  good 
satisfaction,  and  two  of  last  year's  teachers  in  number 
3  were  given  primary  positions  in  other  schools  in  this 
union. 

The  evening  school  opened  this  year  early  in  Novem- 
ber instead  of  about  the  middle  of  October.  The  enroll- 
ment has  been  about  the  same  as  during  the  past  two  or 
three  years,  and  good  interest  has  been  shown  by  those 
who  have  attended. 

During  the  summer  the  Parent-Teacher  Association 
arranged  a  clinic  for  the  removal  of  tonsils  and  adenoids 
in  several  of  the  most  aggravated  cases.  As  finally  car- 
ried out  part  of  the  patients  were  operated  on  in  their 
own  homes  and  the  rest  taken  to  the  hospital  at  Win- 
chendon.  In  this  matter  Drs.  Sweeney  and  Hatch  of  East 
Jaffrey,  Dr.  Bone  of  Gardner  and  Dr.  Henry  of  Winchen- 
don  and  Miss  Hiller,  our  school  nurse  contributed  their 
services. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  also  carried  on  the 
summer  playground  instruction  ^r  six  weeks  under  the 
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direction  of  Miss  Evans. 

During  the  summer  vacation  the  interiors  of  the 
primary  rooms  were  painted  and  considerable  painting 
and  repairing  was  done  at  the  high  school  building.  It 
was  also  decided  to  employ  the  janitor  of  the  high  school 
building  on  full  time  during  the  year,  so  that  all  the 
cleaning  and  much  of  the  repairing  was  done  under  his 
direction. 

Early  in  December  Mr.  Walter  Lindsay,  who  has 
been  janitor  of  the  primary  building  and  Union  Hall  for 
more  than  twenty-four  years,  retired  from  service.  The 
pupils  and  teachers  of  the  primary  schools  joined  in  pre- 
senting Mr.  Lindsay  with  a  handsome  watch  as  a  token 
of  their  deep  appreciation  of  his  long  and  faithful  ser- 
vices. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  increase  the  appropriation 
for  elementary  school  purposes  fully  $1,500  to  meet  the 
added  expense  of  the  new  room  opened  this  year,  the 
extra  amount  required  for  repairs,  and  other  necessary 
expenses. 

Last  year  the  amount  called  for  under  the  high 
school  appropriation  was  reduced  some  $2,000  from  the 
previous  year  on  account  of  the  Durant  Fund.  I  believe 
that  the  ordinary  amount  required  should  be  raised  for 
high  school  purposes  and  that  the  income  of  this  fund 
should  be  expended  for  the  high  school  for  such  addit- 
ional requirements  as  are  needed  from  year  to  year  and 
would  not  be  ordinarily  cared  for  under  the  usual  appro- 
priations. For  this  coming  year  I  believe  a  start  should 
be  made  in  grading  the  grounds  at  the  high  school. 

The  Parent-Teacher  Association  has  continued  its 
interest  in  school  affairs,  and  last  year  established  an 
annual  scholarship  of  $100  for  some  worthy  member  of 
the  senior  class  who  has  maintained  an  average  of  at 
least  85  per  cent,  during  their  course  and  who  desires  to 
enter  some  higher  institution.  The  scholarship  for  the 
present  year  was  awarded  to  Miss  Alta  Hill  who  entered 
Keene  Normal  School. 

The  work  of  the  high  school  and  of  the  grades  has 
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been  very  satisfactory  during  the  past  year.  We  are 
at  present  giving  careful  consideration  to  certain  suggest- 
ed changes  in  the  work  of  grades  seven  and  eight  as  well 
as  the  first  two  years  of  senior  high  school.  If  such  changes 
are  found  to  be  advisable  they  will  be  put  into  effect  at  the 
opening  of  the  next  school  year. 

I  wish  at  this  time  to  heartily  thank  all  who  have 
so  loyally  co-operated  in  the  work  of  our  schools.
